HE equipment of the studio is of very great importance, not 
Re crs from the standpoint of mechanically efficient apparatus 
with which the photographer works, but for the psychological ef- 
fect which a properly equipped studio has upon his sitters. 


But in addition to its good appearance it is very essential that 
every piece of apparatus should work smoothly, and that there 
should be the minimum of effort expended in operating the camera 
and making the essential adjustments necessary to the making of 
a silting. 


In designing Century Studio Outfits these two things have 
always been kept in mind. No expense has been spared in making 
these outfits as handsome in appearance as possible, yet nothing 
has been sacrificed in the perfection of their mechanical operation. 


Recent developments in Century Studio Outfits have enhanced 
their appearance, their adaptability to studio work and ease of 
operation. No additions have been made, however, for the sake of 
furnishing talking points. Every change has had back of it the 
experience of years of manufacture by those who are constantly 
in touch with the photographer’s requirements. 


And in a measure they may be said to have been suggested by 
the most skilled photographers in America. 


Thorough workmanship and quality of materials are the first 
essentials in all Eastman-made materials and apparatus, and the 
Century Studio Outfits listed in the following pages will be found 
to be the last word in the scientific and mechanical development 
of apparatus for the professional photographer. 
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Century Studio Outfit No. 7-4 
Size 8 x 10 
uls is an outfit in which any photographer can lake just pride 
both in its appearance and the smoothness of ils operation. 
The camera has a 9x 9 lens board and a 25 inch bellows draw. The 
vertical and horizontal swings are ample and are adjusted by con- 
veniently located wooden knobs. 


Focusing is made easy by a back which is mounted on V rollers 
and operated by a hand pull and lock and a large knob for fine 
focusing. 

The camera is provided with Sliding Ground Glass Carriage 
with reversible Ground Glass Back. This back takes the regular 
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Eastman Film or Plate Holders, and permits 
the making of a full 8 x 10 negative in either 
horizontal or vertical position. By using 
the wing kits regularly furnished, two 5x8 ex- 
posures may be made on one 8x10 and two 
31x5 exposures on one 5x7 film or plate in 
a horizontal position. The sliding carriage 
permits the shifting of the film sufficiently 
to center perfectly with the lens.

Mahogany and cherry, in dark, flat finish, with brass metal work 
in sand-blast finish, give the outfit a quality appearance in keeping 
with its character. 

The stand is the Semi-Centennial described in detail on page 
15. With a range in its height scale of 35 inches, it permits the 
placing of the camera at the right elevation whatever the subject. 
With the tilting device for raising or lowering the back of the stand, 
it is possible to correct all aw kward perspective and false lines. 

Vibration is eliminated by the sound construction of both the 
camera and the stand. 

Coupled with lightness and smooth action, this outfit enables 
the photographer to operate his camera with a minimum of effort, 
allowing Lhe maximum of attention to his sitter.

A negative 
size of 11 x 14 inches; a 10 x 10 lens board, ample for the largest 
portrait lenses, and a bellows draw of 43 inches adapting it to lenses 
of extremely great focal length. 


In spite of its size, however, it is as easily operated as smaller 
cameras. Large focusing knobs on each side of the camera facili- 
tate focusing while metal rollers insure an easy movement of the 
camera back. A turn of the draw knob in the center of the bed 
locks the camera in position when properly focused. 
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The camera is provided with both vertical 
and horizontal swings, actuated by the depend- 
able worm-screw movement. 


The sliding ground-glass carriage takes 11 x 
14 Sterling Film or Plate Holders, and the 
carriage is furnished with an adapter back 
which takes either 8 x 10 Eastman Film or 
Plate Holders. The spring-actuated ground- 
glass back fitted to this sliding carriage is re- 
versible, and three wing kits are supplied for — te 11x14-8x10 axp 8x10- 
making two 7x11 exposures on the 11x14, two °*7 SPYRetwER apartins

The metal 
parts are strengthened. 

It is so perfectly counter-balanced that no effort is necessary to 
raise or lower the camera. ‘The felt covered platform on this stand 
may be elevated 49 inches from the floor or brought down to within 
14 inches giving a range to meet every condition.
